IT IS exceedingly interesting to 


notice that New York authorities 
have adopted a new definition of 
what it is to be indigent. 


According to Dr. S. S. Goldwa- 


ter. hospital commissioner, who 
has just drawn up new rules lim- 
iting free hospital treatment 
to 


those who are unable to pay. 
a 


man and his wife who have to live 
on an income of less than ?20 a 
week are officially indigent and 
need not pay for hospital services. 


If they have a child, the limit 


is ?25 a week; if they have two 
children, it is $30 a week—and 
so on. 


Here is something that makes 


one stop and think. To be sure, 
these rules are geared to 
New 


York's metropolitan area, where 
living expenses are higher than 
in many other places. 


Nevertheless, considering 
the 


number of men who are employ- 
ed—and glad to be employed— 
at 520 a week or less, it is evi- 
dent that our boasted standard of 
living may not be quite as high as 
we have thought.
